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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


CHAPTER  461. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Chapin  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  in  the  City 
of  New  York. 

PASSED  MAY   1,  1869. 

Ihe  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate   and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.— Mrs.  Edwin  H.  Chapin,  Mrs.  D.  D.  T.  Marshall,  Mrs.  Emily  A. 
"Wall,  Mrs.  M.  K.  Pelletreau,  Mrs.  John  W.  Cochrane,  Mrs.  Joseph  W.  Howard, 
Mrs.  Abner  Mellen,  Mrs.  Richard  B.  Connolly,  Mrs.  Joseph  A.  Jameson,  Mrs. 
George  G.  Lake,  Mrs.  Charles  L.  Stickney,  Mrs.  Adolph  Rusch,  Mrs.  James  Cush- 
ing,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Mary  Ferris,  Mrs.  George  Hoffman,  Mrs.  Charles  P.  Huntington, 
Mrs.  Caroline  M.  Sawyer,  Mrs.  C.  S.  Groot,  Mrs.  William  M.  Whitney,  Mrs. 
Lemuel  Smith,  Miss  Sarah  Phillips,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  constituted 
and  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Chapin  Home  for 
the  Aged  and  Infirm,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may 
sue  and  be  sued  in  any  court  whatsoever. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  take,  by  gift,  devise  or  pur- 
chase, such  real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  its 
business,  not  to  exceed  in  value  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3. — The  general  business  and  object  of  such  corporation  shall  be  to  provide 
&  home  and  support  for  aged  and  infirm  persons. 

Sec  4. — The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  Board  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  fifteen  and  not  more 
than  forty  members,  to  be  elected  by  the  members  of  the  corporation,  annually, 
b}'  ballot. 

Sec.  5. — The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  make,  constitute  and  estab- 
lish, and  from  time  to  time  amend  such  By-laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  as  they 
shall  judge  proper  for  the  election  of  officers,  prescribing  their  functions  and 
duties,  and  generally  for  transacting,  managing  and  directing  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation — provided,  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  are  not  repugnant  to 
this  act  or  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6. — Said  corporation  may  take,  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  subscription  or  in 
any  other  lawful  wa}-,  such  real  and  personal  property  as  it  shall  so  acquire,  which 
shall  be  held  by  it  solely  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  supporting  aged  and 
infirm  persons,  provided  that  said  property  so  held  shall  not  exceed  in  value,  ex- 
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elusive  of  the  real  estate  held  for  the  purpose  of  a 'home,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 

thousand  dollars.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or  affect  exist- 
ing provisions  of  law  relative  to  bequests  or  devises  contained  in  last  wills  and 
testaments. 

Sec.  7. — This  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  subject  to  all  general  laws 
affecting  benevolent  societies  or  institutions,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  to  the  provisions  of  title  three,  chapter 
eighteen,  of  part  first  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sec.  8. — This  act  shall  take  effect  immediate!}-.

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR   THE  YEAR  1375. 


 -^..i  

"The  Chapin  Home"  was  incorporated  in  1869,  but  has  been  in  practical 
operation  for  only  two  years,  and  we  hereby  submit  to  the  public  our  Second 
Annual  Report.  In  regard  to  the  object  of  the  Institution,  it  may  be  proper  to 
state  that  while,  as  its  name  implies,  it  is  intended  as  a  Home  for  Aged  and  Intirrn 
persons,  without  distinction  of  creed  or  sect,  the  limited  capacity  and  means  of  the 
Institution  render  some  restrictions  necessary.  As  we  are  compelled,  therefore,  to 
respect  snch  limitations,  while  we  would  gladly  extend  the  benefit  of  the  Institu- 
tion to  all  worthy  applicants,  inasmuch  as  a  large  portion  of  the  funds  for  the- sup- 
port of  the  Home  have  been  received  from  the  State  and  City,  it  is  thought 
reasonable  that  in  considering  the  claims  of  candidates  for  admission  discrimina- 
tion should  be  made  in  favor  of  those  who  are  actually  citizens  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

There  are  those  also  who,  from  the  fact  that  they  are  not  members  of  any 
church,  are  excluded  from  institutions  supported  by  the  different  denominations, 
and  these,  we  think,  should  be  receieved  into  the  Home  in  preference  to  those  who 
are  entitled  to  admission  elsewhere. 

There  are  now  in  the  Home  thirty -seven  inmates.  Total  number  received 
from  the  opening,  December  1st,  1872,  to  1875,  forty-three.  Of  this  number  two 
have  left,  one  has  been  expelled  and  three  have  died.  Six  of  the  inmates  are  Pres- 
byterians, nine  Episcopalians,  three  Baptists,  ten  Universalists,  two  Unitarians, 
four  Methodists,  and  one  Moravian. 

Since  our  last  report  our  Matron,  Mrs.  Christiana  F.  "Wallace,  for  whose  efficient 
labor  in  organizing  the  Institution  we  acknowledge  our  deep  indebtedness,  and  who 
rendered  her  services  for  one  year  gratuitously,  felt  called  upon  to  tender  her 
resignation.  Our  Assistant  Matron,  Mrs.  M.  Lindsley,  who  also  had  done  her  work 
faithfully,  has  been  taken  to  a  higher  sphere — she  died  February  1st,  1875. 

Pecuniarily,  we  have  prospered.  We  are  free  from  debt ;  but  as  the  Institution 
is  not  yet  endowed,  we  must  depend  upon  yearly  subscriptions,  entertainments 
and  other  means  of  raising  money. 

We  have  received  valuable  aid  from  the  State  and  City,  for  obtaining  which  we 
are  indebted  te  the  exertions  of  Mr.  D.  D.  T.  Marshall.  Special  thanks  are  due  to 
Mr.  Ethan  Allen,  for  legal  advice  and  services  ;  also  to  the  physicians  who  have 
generously  given  their  aid,  and  to  those  who  have  conducted  religious  services  on 
Sunday.

PHYSICIANS"  REPORT. 


The  attending  physicians  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  "Home"  is  excellent,  the  health  of  the  inmates  comparing  favorably  with 
that  of  aged  persons  in  any  station  of  life. 

Although  the  past  winter  has  been  marked  by  great  mortality  amons;  persons 
of  all  ages,  and  several  members  of  the  family  have  suffered  from  diseases  preval- 
ent at  that  season,  and  also  from  the  infirmities  incident  to  old  age,  still  those 
maladies  which  are  generally  amenable  to  treatment  have  yielded  kindly  to  the 
remedial  agents  employed,  and  at  present,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three 
confirmed  invalids,  none  of  the  beneficiaries  demand  medical  care. 

The  lady  trustees,  by  that  ready  sympathy  which  manifests  itself  in  good 
works,  have  contributed  largely  to  the  relief  of  suffering  and  the  hastening  of 
recovery.  During  the  year  ending  June  1st,  1875,  about  30  of  the  inmates  have 
received  medical  treatment.  Among  the  number,  several  have  suffered  from 
intermittent  fever,  imported  from  the  miasmatic  districts  around  New  York — in 
every  case  has  its  origin  been  traced  without  the  city. 

There  have  been  several  cases  of  severe  and  dangerous  illness,  and  of  these 
3  have  terminated  fatally.  These  demanded  and  received  the  most  careful  and 
unremitting  attention ;  nearly  200  professional  visits  having  been  paid  the 
Institution  during  the  year.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  1— Nam* 
This  Institution  shall  be  known  as  the  Chapix  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm. 

ARTICLE  2— Object. 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is  to  provide  a  home,  and  support  our  worthy  aged 
and  infirm  men  and  women. 

ARTICLE  3— Officers. 

The  Trustees  of  this  Institution  shall  consist  of  thirty  members,  elected  from 
the  corporators  and  their  associates,  or  members  who  shall  be  approved  by  them. 
Immediately  after  the  election,  by  lot  they  shall  divide  their  Trustees  into  three 
classes  of  ten  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  May,  one,  two  and  three  years  thereafter,  so  that 
ten  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  annually,  by  ballot, 
to  hold  their  office  for  three  years. 

The  Trustees  shall  elect  from  their  own  members  a  President,  three  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording-  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year.  All  of  the  above  offices  shall  be  held  until 
their  successors  are  qualified. 

Sec  2. — Only  ladies  of  the  Universalist  Denomination  of  Christians  shall  be 
eligible  to  election  as  Trustees  of  the  Institution. 

Sec  3.  -Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  among  such  Trustees,  by  death, 
resignation,  neglect  to  serve  for  six  months,  or  ineligibility  to  election,  such 
vacancy  ma}*  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  a 
quorum  thereof,  at  any  regularly  called  or  adjourned  meeting,  by  ballot,  from 
among  the  eligible  members  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  4. — The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  agents  as  the 
business  of  the  Institution  shall  require,  and  an  advisor}'  committee  of  gentlemen, 
who  shall  possess  such  power  as  may  be  vested  in  them  by  said  Board. 

ARTICLE  4— Membership. 

Section  1. — Besides  the  original  corporators  and  their  associates,  any  person 
recommended  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  at  any  regular  meeting,  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Institution. 

3so.  2. — The  payment  of  $10  annually  shall  constitute  any  person  approved,  as 
provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  article,  a  member  of  the  Institution,  and 
the  payment  of  $100  at  any  one  time  shall  constitute  any  person  so  approved  a 
life  member  of  the  Institution.  Such  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  on  all 
questions  coming  before  the  Institution  at  any  of  its  meetings 
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Sec.  8. — Any  person  approved,  as  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  arti- 
cle, by  the  payment  at  any  one  time  of  $500  (five  hundred  dollars),  shall  become 
an  honorary  member,  and  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  members  in  section  2. 

Sko.  4. — Any  person  approved,  as  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  arti- 
cle, by  the  payment  at  any  one  time  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  the  same  privileges  as  members  in  section  2,  and  also  entitled  to  one  bed 
in  the  Chapin  Home,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  other  beds.  The  occupant 
must  also  be  approved  by  the  Trustees,  and  admitted  upon  he  same  terms  as 
other  members  of  the  Institution. 

ARTICLE  5 — Annual  Meetings. 

The  animal  meeting-  of  this  Institution  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
in  May,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  direct.  Special 
meetings  may  also  be  called  by  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  whenever  they  may  deem 
it  expedient.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  institution  nine  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  6— Inmates. 

Such  aged  and  infirm  persons  may  be  admitted  into  the  Home  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  may  deem  proper  subjects  therefor. 

ARTICLE  7 — Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

A  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  it  may  appoint. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  of 
three  members  of  the  Board.  Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board.  # 

ARTICLE  8— President. 

The  President,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  presiding  officer,  shall  sign  the  order 
for  entrance  of  any  applicant  who  may  be  admitted  to  the  Home.  In  the  absence 
of  the  President,  the  senior  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 

ARTICLE  9— Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  who  become  inmates  of  the  Home, 
with  their  names,  age,  place  of  birth  and  residence,  the  date  of  their  application 
and  admission,  with  the  name  of  the  person  through  whom  the  application  is 
made;  also  a  duplicate  copy  of  the  register  to  be  kept  at  the  Home.  A  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the  Institution  and  its  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
also  be  kept  by  the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  10— Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge  of  all  moneys,  notes,  deeds,  bom  s 
and  other  securities  belonging  to  the  Institution,  under  such  rules  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  adopt;  and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office, 


shall  give  bonds,  with  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  such 
sum  as  said  Board  may  from  time  to  time  determine.  The  Treasurer  shall  also 
render  an  account  of  the  books,  funds  and  property  of  the  Institution,  made  up  to 
the  last  day  of  April  in  each  year,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  meeting-  in 
May,  for  submission  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Institution.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  proper  books  of  account,  and  all  moneys  belonging 
to  the  Institution  deposited  in  any  bank  or  trust  company,  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  name  of  the  Institution. 

Xo  money  shall  be  paid  but  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  their  duly 
authorized  committees,  except  fur  the  regular  salaries  of  the  officers  and  duly  ap- 
pointed employes  or  servants  of  the  Institution. 

ARTICLE  11 — Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  entire  government  and  control  of  the 
Hume  and  general  business  of  the  Institution,  and  may  appoint  a  committee  to 
nominate  persons  for  membership,  and  any  other  committees  that  may  be  required, 
from  its  own  members,  as  it  may  deem  expedient.  It  shall  have  power  to  enter 
into  and  bind  the  corporation  by  such  compacts  as  it  may  deem  advantageous, 
and  to  petition  to  the  Legislature  for  any  grants  or  privileges,  and  for  such  amend- 
ments to  the  act  of  incorporation  as  it  may  deem  advisable. 

ARTICLE  12 — Report  to  State  Comptroller. 

The  President  and  Secretary  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  each 
year,  make  and  verify  a  report  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Xew  York,  of 
the  operations,  purposes,  financial  condition,  expenditures  and  management  of  the 
corporation,  to  include  particularly  the  disposition  of  moneys  appropriated  by  the 
Legislature  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Institution. 

ARTICLE  13— Amendments. 

Any  amendment  to  this  Constitution,  proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  in  writing, 
may  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting 
regularly  called,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  except 
that  amendment  to  Article  4,  and  Section  2  of  Article  3,  and  to  this  (  Article  13), 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  can  only  be  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  all  the 
votes  entitled  to  be  cast  b}*  all  the  members  of  the  Institution  being  given  in 
favor  of  such  amendments  at  &i\y  regular  meeting. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION.

ARTICLE  1 — Applications  of  and  Admission  of  Inmates. 

Applicants  for  admission  into  this  Institution  must  be  persons  of  respectability,, 
and  in  reduced  circumstances,  not  under  sixty-five  year^  of  age.  In  the  admis- 
sions of  all  persons,  they  shall  be  received  on  a  probation  of  three  months,  after 
which  time  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  act  definitely  on  the  case  of  each  one  so 
received,  and  if  not  confirmed  as  a  permanent  inmate,  the  admission  fee  (deduct- 
ing board,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  week)  shall  be  returned.  Persons  may  be 
admitted  occasionally  as  boarders,  though  not  to  the  exclusion  of  those  who  are 
entirely  dependent ;  and  they  will  be  required  to  give  satisfactory  security  for  the 
regular  payment  of  their  board,  and  to  conform,  like  other  inmates,  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  house. 

If  at  any  time  the  mental  condition  of  the  applicants  becomes  such  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  physicians  of  the  Home,  they  are  no  longer  proper  persons  to  be 
retained  in  the  Institution,  they  must  be  removed  therefrom  by  the  parties  seek- 
ing their  admission. 

Every  person  admitted  as  a  permanent  inmate  of  the  Home  shall,  before  enter- 
ing, sign  and  execute,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  by  the  President,  the 
agreement  and  conveyance  annexed  to  these  By-laws. 

The  application  for  admission  must  be  made  to  the  Committee  on  Applications, 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  2 — Duty  of  Committee  on  Applications. 

A  Committee  on  Applications  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
which  Committee  shall  keep  and  preserve  a  record  of  the  name  and  address  of 
each  applicant.  When  a  vacancy  occurs,  an  examination  of  all  the  candidates 
shall  be  made  by  the  Committee,  and  those  who  may  prove  the  most  eligible,  rec. 
ommended. 

Applicants  must  exhibit  to  the  Committee  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  char- 
acter and  conduct.  A  majority  of  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  act  on 
applications.  The  Committee  shall  report  their  action  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
at  each  of  its  meetings,  for  approval ;  and  no  applicant  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Home  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  when  such 
action  is  taken. 

ARTICLE  3 — Admission  of  Inmates  to  the  Home. 

An  admission  fee  of  three  hundred  dollars  shall  be  required  for  each  beneficiary, 
for  which  a  receipt  shall  be  given  ;  also  a  permit  for  entrance,  without  which  no 
person  can  be  received  into  the  Home.

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  money  received  for  admission 
fees,  to  be  called  the  Permanent  Fund,  which  shall  be  safely  invested  by  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  long  as  the  inmate  from  which  such  money  was  re 
ceived  is  a  charge  upon  the  Home. 

Whenever  the  Home  is  relieved  from  further  support  of  an  inmate,  the  money 
received  for  the  admission  of  such  inmate  may  thereafter  be  transferred  to  the 
General  Fund,  and  used  in  defraying-  current  expenses. 

The  interest  derived  from  the  investment  of  the  Permanent  Fund  shall  be 
credited  to  and  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  General  Fund. 

ARTICLE  4 — Articles  Brought  into  the  Home  by  Inmates. 

Furniture  and  all  articles  brought  into  the  Home  by  the  inmates  shall  become 
the  property  of  the  Institution.  No  relative  or  friend  shall  have  any  claim  upon 
such  furniture  or  articles,  and  no  disposition  of  them  shall  be  made,  either  by 
gift,  sale  or  exchange,  except  by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Applicants,  having  money  or  other  property,  shall  be  required  to  secure  the 
same  to  the  Institution,  previous  to  their  admission  to  its  benefits ;  and  it  is  ex- 
pressly understood  that  any  money  or  other  property  they  may  acquire  after  their 
admission,  shall  be  made  over  to  the  Institution,  if  they  continue  to  remain  in  the 
Home. 

ARTICLE  5 — Applicants  to  Make  Statements. 

A  full  account  of  their  circumstances  shall  be  given  by  each  applicant,  and  if 
afterward  it  shall  be  found  that  deception  has  been  practiced  in  the  account  so 
given,  in  any  particular,  such  person  shall  forfeit  his  or  her  home,  and  be  subject- 
to  immediate  dismissal  from  the  Institution. 
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BY-LAWS    AND  REGULATIONS.

ARTICLE  1— Matron. 

There  shall  be  a  Matron  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  have  a  general  care  of  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  Home  and  of  the  in- 
mates,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

No  person  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find  fault  with  the  Matron  ;  but  if 
any  one  has  cause  for  complaint,  application  must  be  made  to  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, who  will  receive  any  statement,  and  take  such  action  thereon  as  they  may 
think  proper. 

She  shall  see  that  all  inmates,  who  are  able  to  do  so,  shall  take  their  meals  at 
the  family  table  ;  that  proper  order  is  preserved,  and  a  blessing  asked  at  each 
meal;  also  that  suitable  food  be  provided  for  the  sick. 

She  shall  report  to  the  Board  the  entrance  of  each  new  beneficiary. 

She  shall,  when  required,  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  condition  of  the 
family,  and  submit  such  needful  information  as  shall  enable  them  to  govern  the 
Institution.  She  shall  also  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Iustit  u- 
tion,  which  account  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  and  examination 
of  any  of  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  2 — Effects   of  Willful  Violation  of  Rules. 

"Willful  violation  of  any  of  these  rules  and  regulations  by  any  of  the  inmates, 
shall  render  such  person  liable  to  dismissal,  in  which  case  he  or  she  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  a  return  of  the  admission  fee.  Such  clothing  and  other  personal  effects 
as  he  or  she  may  have  brought  into  the  Home  may  be  taken  by  him  or  her.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  may,  at  any  regular  meeting,  make  such  dismissal.  Persons 
so  expelled  will  not  be  permitted  to  visit  the  Home  under  any  circumstances. 

In  all  matters  of  difference  between  inmates,  the  determination  of  the  Matron 
shall  be  conclusive  until  modified  or  reversed  by  the  Visiting  Committee  or  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Her  orders,  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  domestic  govern- 
ment of  the  family  must  be  observed  by  all  inmates  ;  and  which  orders  must  be 
reported  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

ARTICLE  3— Duties  of  Inmates. 

Any  inmate  wishing  to  go  out,  either  to  visit  a  friend  or  otherwise,  must  apply 
to  the  Matron  for  her  assent,  stating  where  he  or  she  intends  to  go,  and  when  he 
or  she  expects  to  return. 

Every  inmate,  who  is  able  to  do  so,  will  lie  required  to  keep  his  or  her  room 
neat  and  clean,  and  the  furniture  in  order,  and  make  themselves  generally  useful. 

One  of  the  inmates  shall  be  appointed  Librarian.  The  key  of  the  book-case 
shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Matron,  and  kept  in  some  convenient  place,  where 
it  may  be  procured  in  her  absence 
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ARTICLE  1 — Furniture  of  Inmates. 

Articles  of  furniture  are  not  to  be  brought  into  the  Home  by  any  inmates, 
excepting  only  beds  and  bedding,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on  Applica 
tious. 

ARTICLE  5— Pi i rsiciAN . 

No  physician  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  any  of  the  inmates  at  the  expense  *>f 
the  Home,  except  he  or  she  be  specially  called  by  the  Matron. 

ARTICLE  6 — Prohibition  ok  Spirituous  Liquors. 

Xo  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  brought  into  the  Home  by  any  of  the  inmates, 
nor  shall  any  be  used  by  them,  unless  the  same  be  prescribed  by  the  physican, 
and  placed  in  charge  of,  and  administerd  by,  the  Matron. 

ARTICLE  1—  Gas. 

The  gas  shall  be  extinguished  in  the  rooms  of  the  inmates  at  nine  o'clock,  and 
in  the  halls  and  parlors  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening,  except  in  cases  where  the 
Matron,  for  good  reasons,  may  otherwise  direct. 

ARTICLE  8— Death  of  Inmates. 

Upon  the  death  of  an  inmate  the  Matron  shall  immediately  notify  the  members 
of  his  or  her  family,  so  far  as  she  may  be  able  to  ascertain  their  address. 

Should  the  funerai  take  place  from  the  House,  the  arrangements  shall  be  uniform 
in  all  cases,  and  shall  be  mads  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  friends  of  the  deceased  may  defray  the  expenses,  or  remove  the  remains 
for  interment  elsewhere  by  permission  of  the  Matron. 

ARTICLE  9— Visitors. 

The  friends  of  inmates  and  the  public  generally  may  visit  the  Home  on  Thurs- 
day.   At  other  times  visitors  will  be  admitted  only  by  a  permit  from  a  Trustee. 

ARTICLE  1 0— ( \  >.M  M  ITT  E  ES. 
The  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  A  Visiting  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  visit  the  Institution  as  often  as  once  in  each  week,  and  fully  examine  the  in- 
ternal workings  of  all  its  departments.  This  Committee  shall  be  appointed  at 
each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  shall  report,  in  writing,  at  its  next  regular 
meeting. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Application  for  admission  to  the  Home,  consisting  of  three 
members. 

S.  A  Purchasing  Committee,  consisting  of  three,  who  shall  have  under  their 
charge  the  purchasing  of  all  supplies  for  the  Home. 
-I.  A  Committee  on  Rooms,  to  consist  of  five  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to 

have  a  general  supervision  of  the  rooms  of  the  Home,  and  the  assignment  thereof 
to  inmates,  and  win;  shall  report  to  the  Board  at  each  regular  meeting. 
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5.  A  Committee  on  Clothing,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose  duty  shall  he 
to  look  after  the  clothing  of  the  inmates,  and  to  which  Committee  the  Matron  will 
report,  the  wants  of  the  inmates  in  that  regard. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Library,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  take  general  charge  of  the  books  which  may  be  donated,  and  to  procure 
such  others  as  may  be  directed. 

7.  A  Committee  on  Annual  Report,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose  duty 
shall  be  to  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Home  required  by  law. 

8.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three,  whose  business  it  shall  be  to  audit  all  bills 
before  payment,  and  to  see  that  all  collections  of  dues  to  the  Home  are  properly 
made. 

A  Nominating  Committee,  of  three  members,  to  whom  the  names  of  all  candi 
dates  for  membership  shall  be  referred  for  recommendation. 

And  such  other  committees  as  ma}-  from  time  to  time  be  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  11 — Suspension  of  Certain  Regulations. 

Two-thirds  of  the  Trustees  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  regularly 
called,  ma}*  suspend  for  a  limited  time,  not  exceeding  the  next  regular  meetings, 
any  provision  of  these  regulations  relating  to  the  merely  domestic  and  internal 
affairs  of  the  family  at  the  Home. 

ARTICLE  12— Order  of  Business. 

The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees : 

1.  Reading  from  the  Scriptures. 

2.  Calling  the  roll,  by  the  Secretary. 

3.  Reading  the  minutes  of  previous  meeting. 

4.  Reading  the  Treasurer's  Report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  since  last 
meeting,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  funds. 

f>.  Reports  of  other  officers. 

6.  Reports  of  Committees. 

7.  Unfinished  Business. 

8.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

9.  Adjournment. 

ARTICLE  13. 

No  Trustee  will  leave  any  meeting  of  the  Board  until  adjournment,  unless 
excused  by  the  Board  from  further  attendance  at  that  meeting.
